The beauty of 
the Countess Nada Torby, daughter of Grand Duke 
Michael of Russia, is a type of the royal group, now 
sadly shaken, from which much of personal sacri- 
fice has come. Tne Countess Nada was in London 
at the outbreak of the war. Since that day she has 
been in many places, though she has made her 
headquarters in London. The facts of her war- 
time career would make a romantic story. They 
would also furnish a striking example of heroic 
labor under circumstances peculiarly trying to a 
member of the Russian aristocracy.

I can't resist returning tojjue significant point—

This could be ac- 
complished only by a crisis in which beauty, potent 
as it is, finds its greatest opportunity through heart 
and hand.

JVie Momentous Year-End Question and How It Is 


Answered,by Some of the World's Famous Men 


I 


T Is everywhere agreed that the war, which has 
already created so tremendous an upheaval, will 
have an unexampled influence on the world 


after the war is over. The point of difference in 
opinion, is upon -whether this influence will he 
good or bad. As we might expect, those of pessi- 
mistic minds think the results will be unfortunate, 
while extreme optimists believe, on principle, that 
It will be fortunate. 


But careful students of history and life differ 


widely as to just what the results will be, at the 
beginning and in later years. 
It is felt very 


strongly that every field of human effort will be 
confronted by embarrassments and even by tur- 
moil for a time, perhaps for a long time. Arts, 
industries, social efforts, will have to "find them- 
selves" anew. 


Naturally theories of life are directly reflected 


in opinions as to the future. Adam Roeder, a Ger- 
man writer, speaking in a German publication, 
has said that the Pan-German aim is to wipe out 
Christianity iu vjwinauy auu to esui'uiisU a pe- 
culiar, made-in-Germany religion. Count von Bern- 
storff, the discredited ambassador to the United 
States, who said that "history is^the Bible of diplo- 
mats," and "»ho frankly expressed dislike for 
churches, would inevitably be in sympathy with 
his compatriot, Nietzsche, who thought the whole 
Christian system wac a weakness 


On the other hrStf, the immense influence the 


war has already had on religious thought and 
aspiration is held to justify the countless prophets 
of a great revival of religious interests, a new, 
practical, applied interest in the question of God 
and his purposes. 


• Not only those who are thinking of religion 


but those who survey the whole field of human 
progress, insist, that the war marked a cruel crisis 
for humanity, as cruel as that marked by the 
orgies of Xero. ns that more primitively symbol- 
ized by the tragedy in the Garden of Eden. It has 
ravaged like a disease, and wh.ru the disease is 
cured the whole system of humanity will be 
cleansed and purified. 


Even hopeful thinkers like Lord Bryce believe 


that the clash of races, so far as its immediate in- 
fluence is concerned, must be a great disaster for 
the world. According to Lord Bryce, the bitterness 
engendered by the war must not only isolate peo- 
ples, and thus check the intercourse that does so 
much for the world, but isolate -institutions. It is 
pointed out that already an attack has begun on the 
universities of England. Every human institution 
must undergo re-examination. The big gain to tlv; 
spirit of democracy must force every agency o£ 
progress, of administration, of leadership, to show 
that it has a right to be, that its intentions and its 
practices are lor the good of all. 


"neb. rea^-v-^tments, as 'n Russia, »u*t often 


mean turbulence, and there are many predictions 
that after the war reactions will entail serious re- 
lapses for the peace of the world. Prof, Wood- 
worth of Columbia University says: "The era o? 
humanitarianism, philanthropy and sweet charity" 
may quite possibly have been brought about by the 
"softness" of grief and sympathy, but that "such 
an era, with all its sweetness, is quite apt to be - 
an era of self-indulgence and disintegration." 


Former Premier Asquith says that the cause of 


free democracies, if it triumphs, "will bring about 
the reconstruction on a stable and enduring basis 
of the whole system of the relationship of states." 
Arthur Hunt Chute, late of the 1st Canadian divi- 
sion, declares that "the United States will emerge 
from this struggle with a far more potent and clear- 
ly" definied national sentiment-" Undoubtedly the 
same statement might be made as to every nation. 


Sir Gilbert Parker says that "limitations ot 


party and party policies will be destroyed." 


To art and literature will at first be a calamity 


whom art and letters expected great things will 
have been lost. Tlie list of dead is appalling. Yet 
the great Rodin said shortly before his death that 
the war would not be a calamity for art because 
it would clear away a great deal in national feeling 
and habit that has been a bad thing for art. "For 
a hundred years," he said, "a great nightmaro has 
clutched true artists by the throat, seeking to 
stifle their creative force. We have been haunted 
by -the dream of gold. The war will have changed 
all that. Sorrow will be too vast and too universal 
not to be prolific.

war a great breath of idealism will pass over us. 
forcing us to raise our eyes above the earth, and

CURIOSITY AS TO COMING TRIP 
OF MAYOR TO NATIONAL CAPITAL 
tl lUt 


FERRY VIADUCT LAID BACK INTO 
LIMBO OF GREAT UNCERTAINTIES 


AN FKANCISCO, Dec. 29.— 
Tiere is curiosity, bordering 
upon perplexity, as to the na- 
tu-e of Mayor Rolpli's visit to 
tl) j Ea>t. Six mouths ago such 
a \ ij-it was projected, but not 


out. The object of that 


ioimiev was likewise 


a mystery, but whatever it wa^, 
it could hardlv have been idea- 


abroad as to the mayor's purpose. One is that he will 
endeavor to get the government's consent to restore a 
number of hulks now employed in his coal business to 
seagoing craft, to meet the demand for cargo carriers. 
Another is that he is going on to see if there is any 
possibility of preventing the location of the naval base 
on the other side of the bay. The mayor has heretofore 


sict been in close sympathy with the ••gentlemen';, 
agreement" by which the commercial bodies about the 
bay covenanted to stand in and approve of whatever 
site was settled upon. No course of procedure adopted 
by the Chamber of Commerce is in a way to get the 
mayor's \\ann appioval* It is a body of which he is 
Tint rimmm-ed nn <>eneval nvinen>les. and in this matter 
it has been intimated that its gentlemen's agreement 
may bind all who took part in ratifying it, but that it 
does not necessarily bind others who are extensively 
interested on their own account. There has been no 
outspoken statement to this effect, but it is surmised 
that this may be the attitude. It need never crystal- 
lize into overt action. If the administration is found 
to be inimical to Hunter's Point and all settled for the 
Alameda site, the whole matter can be readily dropped. 
The general attitude of people on this side is 
acquiescence in the report of the Helm Commission. 
Few things that the mayor has done has piqued the 
curiosity of the general public to a greater degree than 
bis projected Eastern trip. 
Political Effect of Dynamite 


The first thought that occurs to the popular mind in 


connection with the bombing at Sacramento is that the 
attempts and threats against the Governor are likely 
to work favorably to his chances in the gubernatorial 
campaign next year. It will be an unique experience 
in the political history of the country if it should come 
about, or could be made to appear, that a man was 
dynamited into a governorship. Yet it has been demon-

and public sympathy enlisted in favor of, any one who 
is the object of such acts as the recent attempt against 
1he Governor. Astute politicians, in surveying the 
situation., realize that these anarchistic activities may 
affect the whole political situation. It may come <o 
pass that law-abiding citizens of the State will feel it 
the duty of good citizenship to support the one who 
is the object of such attack, regardless of other con- 
siderations. Such a spirit was shown in the election 
held to recall District Attorney Fickert. The Gover- 
nor's course, and his general character as displayed in 
his public acts, make the attack upon him doubly re- 
pugnant. Instead of being radical in any direction lie 
is no end amiable. Through direct action he should 
not have an enemy. The reasoning that will draw sup- 
port to him on the score of approving law and order is 
likely to take it away from any candidate who appeals 
even covertly to forces allied with those that threaten 
the public order. 
In predicting possibilities, how- 


ever, we should not minimize the immediate danger, or 
conclude that what has been done and that which is 
threatened is Pickwickian action. The series of overt 
acts of which the Governor is the center must be taken 
as an outward sign that desperate persons and agencies 
are in our midst. 
Story of the Frisbie 


The latest strike adds another chapter to the un- 


usual story of the General Frisbie. The General Fris- 
Lic ia a shrill la" stccir1*"1?* r-iyircr to Mare Island and 
Vallejo. She had a tendency to "dive," to keep down 
by the head as she plowed the waters. To correct her 
of this fault the plan was conceived of splicing her out 
twenty-five feet. She was accordingly hauled up on 
the way.-, of Barnes & Tibbitts' yard and cut in two. 
I'.ut after she had been thus nicely emasculated the 
workmen all took their tools ashore and refused to go 
any fan her with the work. The General Frisbie is 
owned by a company that couldn't get along with The 
deckhand*' union, and which was operating tinder open 
shop rule-. This fact was represented to the Iron 
1rr.de* Council with such effect that the council de- 
cided ibot The Frisbie should not be lengthened till 
the company recognized the deckhands' union. Thus 
there was a ueuuiock. All suri*. of efforts were made 
1o break it. When the commission was here mediating- 
between the shfpbuilding trades and the shipbuilding 
concerns an effort to get it interested was entirely 
without success. The Fri=bie wasn't a government 
bbip. But things got very busy at Mare Island, devel- 
oping the fact that communication between that iuw.1 
center and this city was inadequate. Through that fact 
;he Frisbie attained a sort of Federal status, so that a 
representation of the facts concerning her plight were 
listened to at Washington. The upshot1 was that nn 
order finally came from the navy department that the 
Frisbie was necessary for pAcn.aa .ii M nice and that 
her repairs must proceed, and ju*t four months lacking 
one day from the time that the vessel was left high up 
above the water with her bowols exposed, work on 
her was resumed. But the period of activity aboard 
vns brief. It endured but a week. The men had suc- 
ceeded in placing a few new ribs when they were called 


off again by the strike of Monday. An interesting 
angle of the story is that while the deckhands' union 
succeeded in greatly disturbing the Monticello Com- 
pany, it did not work itself much benefit, for the ruc- 
tion resulted in its dissolution. 
Camp Fremont Fund

Twin Peaks Tunnel 


There is considerable groaning over the fourth Twin 


Peaks tunnel assessment, now due and over §200.000 of 
which has become delinquent. There is evidently a dif- 
ferent feeling abroad concerning this improvement than 
prevailed at the time it was voted to bore this hole 
through the hills that barricade the city on the south. 
A real estate expert was holding forth to me concern- 
ing it. "You can go out through any residence section 
of the city and find rows of empty houses. It was ex- 
plained in the midst of the tunnel agitation that the 
tunnel would be an inestimable blessing on account of 
bringing in such a large area for residence. Most of 
these houses in the nearer resident districts that j°ou 
see vacant were assessed to bore this tunnel. They 
were thus made to help bear the expense of their own 
undoing. For the expanse back of twin peaks will bo 
populated *at the expense of-the established districts 
nearer in. This may inure to the advantage of those 
owning tracts away out that were inacessible. but how 
much does it place to the good for the man owning 
property down town, that bears the brunt and suffers 


questions the thing that is being done in the name of 
progress—especially if he is not interested—is likely 
to be put in the category of fogies, I failed to express 
an opinion in the matter, though being resolved to take 
it under advisement. It seemed, however, that one who 
took the unfavorable view could have gone farther and 
cited the fact that now the tunnel is through there are 
no immediate or near prospective beneficial result?, 
owing to the fact that it is not connected up with lines 
of communication reaching to centers that the populace 
finds occasion to visit, and that such connection will 
entail great additional expense in the extension of 
lines, adding to the burden of that property "hearer in 
which is represented as already being considerably un- 
done. However, there is no doubt whatever that the 
funnel will be of benefit to the country off beyond the 
barricade of hills. 
McLaren's Job 


Golden Gate Park never had but one superintendent. 


John McLaren has ''grown up'' with It. and always re- 
curs to mind when the world famous preserve is men- 
tioned. McLaren is a good deal more than a mere cus- 
todian of a public park. He is a landscape architect 
and artist. He is recognized as a world authority on 
parks, on arbor and floriculture, on all of which he has 
written learnedly. His work at the Panama Pacific 
exposition showed his artistic comprehension of floral 
and arboreal effect 
There have been efforts to se- 


nnCstcr his job, this bo^g ^an TYanH«eix Fnder the 
notorious graft regime there was some fear that the 
determination to exploit every avenue of patronage 
would reach McLaren. It was rumored at one time 
that Jim Nealon was to succeed to the park superin- 
tendency; but if there was any real purpose to effect 
this change it was given over, undoubtedly because of 
the realization that the public wouldn't stand it. The 
latest effort is notable on no account except its per- 
sistency. Battista Passera has tried for the seventh 
time to supplant the venerable McLaren, with an 
absence of success that is taken as a matter of course 
by everybody except the petitioner.

started "Doc"' Leahy to reminiscing. For Alice was 
one of the finds of the famous Tivoii, that for so many 
years figured gloriously in the entertainment of San 
Franciscans, at the same time sending forth swch a 
number of artists into a wider fame. Leahy recalls 
how Alice came to join the Tivoii forces, c-ae had come 
to the coast from Kansas City with nn obscure opera 
company that was having hard sledding. One day 
Frank Valerga told him about a girl with an umiMial 
*tipr<ino U'iee «!.<•> was struggling thro;:;h n:\ ca,~.TTi- 
ment at a minor place of amusement. He v ent to hear 
iier. and the resiiii \\ns nn offer \viinli i-umu.iuif hi a 
three-year engagement at the Tivoii, uhere she came 
into great local fame. In turn the attention of l>ar- 
nabee and McDonald of the Bostonians was attracted 
and the young songstress was drafted into that organ- 
ization in its heydey. nnd her fame became national. 
Her next venture was with her own company, of which 


the late "Tom" Williams was the angel. Leahy says 
the Alice Nielsen opera company was one of the best 
that ever went on the road. It did a great business, 
but the overhead appeared to be too crushing, or the 
management inadequate. Anyhow, the venture ended 
in a lawsuit between Williams and Perley, the man- 
ager. After that Miss Nielsen went to Europe and 
devoted two years to rigorous study with world- 
famous teachers, fitting herself for grand opera, meau- 
while resisting many allurements to return to lighter 
work. Her determination to shine in the higher realm 
of song was crowded with success. She is a grand 
opera star. But she has had equal success in concert. 
As a Chautauqua star attraction she realized S1UUU 
a night for 100 nights. Incidentally she is ratefd as 
one of the wealthy songbirds, possessing the knack of 
keeping much of her large earnings. The accounts that 
were published, and even Leahy's kindly recollections, 
are rather remorseless as to figures. It was in 1892 
that Miss Nielsen gained such favor at the Tivoii. 
There is a tendency to speculate, but Miss Nielsen is 
not at all bashful about her age and frankly states 
that she was born at Nashville, Tenn., in 1876. 
The Late Edward Bosqui 


These letters arrived in The Knave's mail: 
"Office of Archibald Treat, Attorney and Counselor- 


at-Law, Monadnock Building, San Francisco, Decem- 
ber 19, 1917—The Knave, Oakland TEicuxn, Oakland. 
Dear Sir: Upon behalf of Mrs. Treat permit me to 
thank you for your kindly reference to her father, Mr. 
Edward Bosqui, in last Sunday's TBIBC^E. It is true 
that he was Colonel Fremont's secretary in early days. 
I believe that ColonelTremont had some land holdings 
upon which were Spanish tenailts, and Mr. Bosqui's 
ability to,speak the Spanish language fluently prob- 
ably made him valuable to Mr. Fremont. He owned 
the picture by Toby Bosenthal called "Out of the Fry- 
ing Pan Into the Fire," a clever genre painting of a 
boy who had "been stealing apples hanging with his 
hands from a wall, a farmer with a sti&k above him 
and a dog beneath him. This picture was extensively 
lithographed. Unfortunately, the original was burned 
in the fire which destroyed Mr. Bosqui's home in Koss 
Valley, and with it also went $, number of other fine 
paintings and Bayre bronies. Mr. Bosqui had a par- 
ticularly interesting collection of William Keith's 
paintings—canvases from the time Keith gave up wood 
cutting down to his latest and best period of work. 
These were also burned. Mr. Bosqui was one of the 
founders of the School of Design, of which you will 
remember—for you write like one of the old guard— 
Mr. Virgil Williams was the.instructor, ion souuuea 
the keynote of Mr. Bosqui's character. He was one of 
the kindliest men I ever knew. His manners were of 
the old school—unfortunately a school of the past. I 
have frequently heard him tell the "Man-for-Break- 
fast" story which you relate. He had an old painting 
of the building to which you refer. Father Time has 
gathered most of the Argonauts. Only the brave at- 
tempted the journey to the Farthest West in that day. 
Only the strong survived. Strength and courage are 
the handmaidens of success. Add to these the spirit 
of the days in which they lived—chivalry, generosity 
and love of country—and you have the picture of the 
pioneers. Sincerely yours,

Drs. Toland and Cole 


From a perspective of sixty-one years many incidents 


oi the famous Vigilance Committee take on new inter- 
est The significance of the principal acts of that body 
subside as time recedes, bringing into relief incidental 
features which, if they are not interesting in them- 
selves, give hints as to the amenities of the period. For 
instance, the professional clash between Dr. H. H. 
Toland and Dr. Beverly Cole affords an idea of the 
ethics by which doctors disagreed. Both were popular 
practitioners then, as they were for many years there- 
after. Their historic clash occurred when they ap- 
peared as witnesses at the trial of Judge Edward Mc- 
CGV.-SH. McGorran had been indicted as accessory to 
the shooting of Janies King of William. Toland was 
the chief surgeon who attended King. Cole was present 
at one or two consultations ayd disapproved of the 
course of treatment. He was denied admission to the 
autopsy. One of the contentions of the defense in the 
trial of McGo\vau was that King's death was due to 
malpractice. His wound was just above the shoulder- 
blade. The bullet went through his body. A torniquet 
was applied to stay the flow of blood, and a sponge as 
lar jc as a goose's egg was stuffed in the wound. Dr. 
Toland explained all this very elaborately, and inci- 
<ien;a!h s-iittoil that lie had studied th/ee years in 
Paris. Dr. Cole, on taking the stand, broke forth f»s 
follows: ''In my opinion King's wound was not neces- 
sarily a mortal one. The treatment was of such a 
character as to make it a mortal wound, or in other 
words, to cause death." 
The professional feeling be- 


tween the eminent practitioners was farther manifest 


in the admission that he (Dr. Cole) had not studied in 


Paris, and in the subsequent inquiry of Toland by coun- 
sel if a man could be a good doctor who had not lived 
in Paris. Cole acted as surgeon-general to the Vigi- 
lance Committee, with seventy or eighty doctors under 
him. The attitude of Tolaud toward the committee 
does not appeal- from the testimony: but it would seein 
11-at such testimony from one so prominent in its af- 
fairs as Cole was. and in behalf of one so spectacularly 
under its ban as McGowjiu was. must have been prompt- 
ed by the most acute professional feeling. That the 
careers of both these practitioners subsequently be- 
came so interwoven in the history of San Francisco 
makes this incident of unusual interest. 
Probably No Viaduct 


Those commuters who thought, because proposals 


were invited for steel work for a viaduct across the 
Embareadero, that such a structure was at last to be 
built, are now to enter into another season of waiting 
for that improvement, and to continue dodging the 
menacing traffic of the city front.

There was published very recently a lengthy des- 


patch from London concerning a suppressed interview 
that William Bayard Hale had with the Kaiser in 190S. 
The name that was appended to the despatch as author 
—Frederick W. Wile—caused nie to hark back a dozea 
years to an agreeable experience in Berlin. At that 
time Wile was the Berlin correspondent of the Chicago 
News. The News was published by Victor F. Lawsou. 
Lawson was a native of Sweden, and his paper spe- 
cialized in Scandinavian information. Wile was one 
of the livest wires it has ever been my fortune to come 
up with. He is a native of Indiana, having drifted into 
Chicago journalism at a very early age and shown 
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is a man of slight stature, and is at the disadvantage 
of an impediment in his walk from an accident to one 


" of his feet. But that does not restrain his activity. 


f My sojourn in Berlin was over a Fourth of July, and 


a celebration was arranged by the American colony. 
One of its features was 3 game of baseball. Wile was 
the most active participant, guarding second base and 
proving very effective in every feature of the game. 
Under his direction the News maintained in Berlin 
the most commodious offices of any foreign newspaper, 
to which Americans were cordially welcome and where 
they registered, read papers from home, attended to 
their correspondence, looked up their itineraries, 
etc. 
The day before I registered a prominent 


Oaklander, the late Sol Kahn, had been there and 
put down his name. Wile seemed to be uncanny in 
ascertaining when an American would arrive. Thus, 
when I had squared around to an examination of 
accumulated mail I found a bundle of San Francisco 
papers with his compliments.

Wile 
subsequently got in bad with the Kaiser, which was 
-not surprising in one_ so active' and determined to get 
the news, and went to London on the Daily Mail, where 
he has made a world record as one of the best-posted 
correspondents on German affaairs.

certain cover for their bottles, which 
certifies that they have obej'ed or carried 
out the rules which wero given them.

Neylan Is an avowed Johnson ad- 
herent. In resigning, first as chair- 
man of the State Board of Control 
and now as a member of the execu- 
tive committee of the defense coun- 
cil, he reflects the sentiments of Sen- 
ator Hiram Johnson. 
There is no 
denying this fact. 
It is recognized 


on both sides. 
Senator Johnson is sore. 
In his 
outspoken, frank way ho has not at- 
tempted to disguise his feelings. He 
openly expressed himself up to the 
moment he left for Washington sev- 
eral weeks ago. Since then he has 
unburdened himself through corres- 
pondence. 
APPOINTMENT HINT 
BROADLY IGNORED 


The trouble started shortly after 
Stephens was appointed lieutenant 
governor. He had the temexlty to in- 
quire of the senator-elect when he 
intended to resign as governor. This 
happened in Losi Angeles. 
There 
was an explosion. Calling in a num- 
ber of his close political friends. Gov- 
ernor Johnson remarked In the pres- 
ence of Stephens: 
"I have been asked when I in-

could come from nowhere at once.

derground all the time. I went down 
into their dugouts with them, some 
of which are two stories deep. The 
officers' dugouts are fixed up hnfe, 
with electric lights and everything.

The only sign of life out 
over no man's land anywhere was a 
little smoke in some places.

however, may best be estimated, says the report, 
by considering its effect upon food and drug con- 
trol by the States; upon development of the food 
and drug industries and by the principal abuses 
that have been corrected. But, to illustrate the 
scope of the work through figures and facts, the 
report points out that more than 6000 prosecutions 
have been terminated in the courts in the first 
decade of the act; that manufacturers have been 
cited at hearings more than 40,000 times, that

How richly it 
is a land of promise is shown by the 
zeal with which American Interests

opportunities in these 600,000 square 
miles and the steps being taken to 
meet them. 


There is a vague idea that Alaska 


is bursting with unexplolted mineral 
wealth, and that gold and silver do 
not figure so prominently in mining 
activities as they once did. But Gov- 
ernor Strong tells us that last year gen, 
eral mineral production rose 50 per 
cent over that of 1915, reaching a 
total of $51,000,000, whir.h Is equiv- 
alent to the mineral production of 
Colorado In 1912, while gold and silver 
production barely held their own. The 
copper output alone was worth 'he 
entire production of the 
previous 


year, and amounted to about three- 
fifths of the total; It is already nearly 
half of the copper output of Mich- 
igan. Lead, tungsten and tin are 
coming out In increasing quantities. 
Petroleum has been found in four 
separate fields In Alaska, only one of 
which Is even partially developed, 
though all four are along the sea- 
board. As for coal, the- production Is 
yet slight and confined to one small 
corner of the territory; for coal, like 
the oil, is locked up by the govern- 
ment.

The coal areas of Alaska are capa- 
ble of supplying sufficient coal for all 
domestic aud muut-ti lai purposes of 
the Pacific coast region, and if the 
oil lands of tho territory could fro 
properly developed they would largely 


add to the supply of gasolene. . . . 
What has been said of the coal and 
oil lands applies, bnt not with the 
same force, to tha timber and water 
power. Alaska possesses a number of 
the finest water powers to be found 
on the Pacific coast, only a few of 


way. There are billions of feet of 
timber suitable only for wood-pulp. 


Agriculture and fishing must do 


their share also in drawing to Alaska 
the permanent population Governor 
Strong vrishes to see there. The terri- 
tory Is far better able than the 
Scandinavian peninsula to support a 
large population, he says. As yet 
Alaska has but little over 50,000 
whites, but the steady progress la per- 
ceptible. 
"A few yea^s ago Alaska 


had no farming population whatever. 
Now it Is increasing year by year, and 
there are communities entirely de- 
voted to agricultural pursuits." Pota- 
toes are still the principal crop, but 
Tiheat, oats and barley can be easily 
grown, -and will surely soon surpass 
the vegetable. 
Alaskan rutabagas, 


strawberries and reindeer meat have 
a deserved reputation in "Washington 
and Oregon markets. Mshing is now 
the Industry second in importance to 
mining, and from It last year not far 
from 527,500,000 was obtained—sev- 
eral times- the income of Nova Scotia 
from this source. 
Salmon packing, 


which leads, has perhaps reached Its 
maximum, short of damaging the 
fishery reserves; but cod, herring and 
halibut fishing- are constantly increas- 
ing In scope, and other fisheries are 
being opened up. Thus clam-canning 
has recently become important. Gov- 
ernor Strong looks forward.to such a 
large indigenous population of "white 
fishermen as Scotland and Scandinavia 
boast It may com© sooner than the 
large farming population, for it is not 
so dependent on added means of 
transportation.

The famous Rldg'e route between 


Bakersfleld and Los Angeles on the 
Valley road Is receiving little travel 
these days according to P. T. Prather, 
northern manager for Don Lee, Cad- 
illac distributor. 


"Construction work is under way 


on the first four miles of tho southern 
end of the Ridge," said Prather last 
week. "A detour has been provided, 
which follows an old road up Violin 
Canyon, and Joins the main 
Ridg« 


road near the Ridgre garage. 


"While the detour is fairly smooth, 
its grades ar much steeper uian tac^e 
of tho Ridge route proper. Some of 
the pitches run as hi£h as 
15 per 
cent, and these seem very steep to 
the motorists who have become ac- 
customed to the "nothing more than 
6 per cent" of the state hlchway. 
"Most of the travel therefore, in- 
cluding all of the automobile stage 
travel, is taking the road through 
Bouquet Canyon and Neenach, which 
meets the Ridge road about a mile 
south of Bailey's Ranch. 
Though It 
is 24 miles further by this route, the 
road ifl in better condition than the 


ridge, and almost as good time can 
be made. 


"The embargo on the hauling of 
road materials by the railroads Is of 
course bound to seriously affect the 
paving of the Ridge. 
The 
State 
Highway Commission had Its plans 
all made to transport \ast supplies of 
roaod material to the Ridge this win- 
ter, and when all material was. on the 
ground, to close the road to travel 
entirely and rush the paving to com- 
pletion as fast as possible. 


"A very interesting method devised 
by the state engineers to lessen the 
possibility of accident on the many 
curves of the Ridge road has been 
proved a complete success In prac- 
tice, and the state is extending its 
use.

Many 
drivers unused to

and 
consequently unduly nervous, 
travel the Ridge road. They are apt 
to hug the Inside of the road on the 
curves regardless of whether they are 
entitled to it or not. 


"The State engineers first sought to 
overcome this danger by widening the 
curves, but found it had little effect. 
S"o they hit upon the plan of cutting 
away the earth on the embankment 
of the curves down to within two or 
three feet of the level of the road.

West due to conditions brought about 
by the war, is reflected in the Southern 
Pacific's terminal facilities in Oakland, 
where the headciuarters of the Western 
division are located. 


The extent of the work being done by 


the Southern Pacific, particularly in its 
great West Oakland plant, is not a mat- 
ter o£ general knOT\ ledge, and w ould sur- I 
prise many a citizen versed in. the in- 
dustrial development of the east bay sec- 
tion. 


The West Oakland plant of the South- 


ern Facific comprises over three hun- 
dred acres and is today fairh covered 
with equipment, car shops, supply sta- 
t-ons, switching yards, transfer sheds, 
and all the facilities that go to make up 
an important railroad plant- 


Increased transportation has naturally 


brought about an increase of activity at 
West Oakland until today the payroll of 
the Southern Pacific in Oakland approx- 
imates nearlv- a quarter of a million dol- 
lars a month or three millions of dollars! 
a year. 


Over seven hundred passenger cars a. 


day are being handled in the West Oak- 
land passenger yards, where the cars 
are overhauled, cleaned and kept up to 
the high standard required by the com- 
pany.
